President Wilson has again dem­ 


onstrated his lack of tact in a t­ 


tempting to force through the senate 
hi> appointments oi Paul M. W ar­ 
b urg of New York and T. D. Jones of 
Chicago, a director of the 
Inter­ 
national Harv ester company, when 
the senate does not take the same 
v iew, apparently, of the two men a^ 
the president. 
Many senators are up in aims ov ei 
the president's v iolent use of the 
b ig stick and are freely asserting 
that the president’s dictum that the 
two 
nominations 
b e 
confirmed 
whether or not tin* senate agrees is 
si l iking at the dignity and independ­ 
ence of the upper house. 
It appears that it was more in the 
spirit 
of retaliation than anything 
else that the senate committee oi 
hanking and currency v oted adv erse­ 
ly on the Jones nomination and b y 
a unanimous v ote decided 
that no 
more attention shall he giv en to tlu 
nomination of Warb urg. 
But 
the 
president 
g o e s them one b etter, 
lie 
says that if the senate refuses to 
confirm his appointment of Warb urg, 
he will not name another in his place, 


thu s leav ing the place 
open 
and 
making it appear that the fault lies 
at the door of the senate. 
In other 
language, the president has decided 
tlujt if the senate will not play hi> 
way there will he no play. 


Action on the Warb urg appoint­ 
ment was held up b ecause Warb urg 
refused to go b efore the committee 
and sub mit to questioning. 
The de­ 
cision of the committee is equiv alent 
to 
indefinite 
postponment. 
W ar­ 
b urg had first withdrawn his name, 
hut was later persuaded b y the pre­ 
sident to allow’ it to he presented to 
the committee with the understand­ 
ing that he would not hav e to appear 
b efore tin* committee. 
It was with 
ib is condition of affairs that Presi­ 
dent Wilson freely predicted to 
v is i t ­ 


o rs Thursday that b oiii Warb urg’s 
and Janes’ appointments 
would 
he 
confirmed. 


Mr. Jones, a friend of the presi­ 
dent’s for twenty year , was under 
lire b ecause he has b een director of 
the International Harv ester company 
b elter known as tile I fat v est or trust. 
He w’as din <‘tor at tie* time alleged 
acts of the j i list were held illegal 
b y the supreme court of Missouri, 
and b ased on the same ev idence, the 
1 nited States department a£ justice 
has started a suit against the H a r­ 
v ester trust. 


The president was quoted as say­ 
ing he doub ted the accuracy of the 
tacts set out in tli.’ statement giv en 
the press b y Aiding Chairman Hitch­ 
cock, of the committee concerning 
the statements of Mr. Jones he tore 
tJuti "oniinitdee. 


The President was quoted 
a s say­ 
ing that “if the statements of the 
committee did not agree with those 
made b y him in his letter to the com­ 
mittee concerning 
Mr. 
Jones 
In* 
doub ted the accuracy of these state­ 
ments.'” 


Acting Chairman Hitchcock's re 


s p o u s e to thi> was significant: 
“ If the President has b een correct­ 
ly quoted, and it he doub ts the ac­ 
curacy of the statement giv en out b y 
way of the committee, the confiden­ 
tial print of the testimony of Mr. 
Jones is at his disposal, as are ail 
confidential papers. 
That testimony 
will show exactly what 
Mr. 
Jones 
had to say to the committee.” 
Hitchcock further stated that tin 
action of the committee with respect, 
to Mr. Jones was b ased upon his 
connection with the Harv ester com­ 
pany. 
He said the report would not 
he made for sev eral days, as it was 
deemed to b e desirab le to incorpor­ 
ate in the report the 
decisions of 
the court in Missouri when the Har­ 
v ester trust was ousted in that stal *. 
The court records, it was stated, 
set out acts committed during three 
years of the incumb ency of Jones 
as a director of the Harv ester trust, 
which the court held were in v iola­ 
ting of the law. 
The 
fight has gone b eyond 
the 
mere question of whether Mr. W ar­ 
b urg is or is not fitted for a place on 
the Reserv e Board.

A Modern Municipal Innovation Considered a Prime 
N ecessity to Child Development. 


By J. Feudner. 


I .see hy the Republican that the 
citizens of Rushviile have started a 
movement to establish a children's 


playground, and 1 think this is 
a 


movement in the 
right 
direction. 


Froebel, the great German teacher, 
who was 
the 
originator 
of 
the 


Kindergarten schools, had for his 
watch-word. “ Come, let us live for 


our children’s sake.” 


Society has recoginzed that more 


outdoor life must be given our child­ 


ren if our men and women are to be 
physically 
strong. 
This 
outdoor 


opportunity must he given through 


joyous, spontaneous play. 
I f the 


child’s energy he not given an outlet 


in play in the right direction, it has 


been learned that we must multiply 


probation 
officers 
and 
juvenile 


courts; but when playgrounds are 


established experience 
has demon­ 


strated that there is a decrease in 


the amount of juvenile crime. 


Those fallen below the poverty line 


if they are to rise above it, must have 


sufficient powerful inventiveness to 


draw them up. 
Jo y and pleasure 


haves greater power than fear 
and 


pain. 


Recreation gives 
balance, poise, 


physical faith, adopt ihilily, the capa­ 


city for entering new tasks, and thus 


is u powerful factor in social pro­ 


gress in this field. 


The part which play is to have in 


social progress i- being recognized 


as never be fore although the play­ 


ground movement may he said to be 


-till in its infancy. 
The legislatures 


of several s t a t e s have taken cogni­ 


tion of this fact and have passed 


la w - authorizing the establishment 


of municipal playgrounds for child­ 


ren, and I believe Indiana is one of 


these states that has passed a law 


of this kind. 
The play movement, 
like 
other 


social and 
educational 
movements 
that have come under public control, 


began as a 
private 
philanthropy. 


Several years ago, probably 
nine- 


tenths of all the playgrounds in this 


country were being carried on in Ibis 


w ay; today most of them are under 


some city department. 
There can be 


no question of the tendency all over 


the country, it i- strongly 
toward 


support and public control. 


The city of Denver, I find, has two 
playgrounds for children, a few of 


these are attached to the various 


parks, while the balance 
arc locat­ 


ed in such parts of the city as to 


bring these playgrounds within reach 


of children in all parts of tin* city, 
including 
sections 
where 
foreign 


children predominate. 
The history of 
Denver’s 
play 


grounds dates hack of the forming 
of the Playground A - s o c ia tio n j for 


ever since there have been hoys in 


Denver they have made playgrounds 


of the vacant lots, regardless of the 


adjoining windows. 
An appropria­ 


tion of .f5.000 w a s made by the city 


in lDOfi for the establishment of two 
playgrounds. 
As supervised centers 


of interest they answered very well 


for thees con jested districts, but ioot- 


bnll and base hall were just as inter­ 
esting in other parts of the city, and 
broken windows and complaints to 


the police headquarters indicated a 


crying need elsewhere.
